These 
appropriations are In addition to those of the two school boards 
and those from the towns of Watkinsvtlle and Bogart. Clubs in 
Oglethorpe County also make donations. 

Discussion of urgent need for better library quarters, 
especially for the Bookmobile Division. Discussion of the 
possibility of purchasing property for library use. Mr. Mell 
advised that rental possibilities be investigated instead, and 
that board keep in touch with city post-war planning activities, 
since the Regional Library Board, had already undertaken to secure 
space in the old Post Office on tiding as soon as this should ue 
available.
